Is It more difficult to play the 

..lummy hand against two op­ 

ponents, or for the two opponents 

to play against the declarer? This 

question has been the cause of 

nuch discussion, but to the writer 

here seems only one answer: It is 

nuch more difficult for the op- 
jonents of the declarer. The latter 

:an see his twenty-six cards and 

ihould know the best way of com­ 

bining them to the best advantage. 

He Is not In the dark, as are his 

opponents, for they must guess as 

to the other's holding and they arc 

just as apt to guess wrong as right. 

Also, in the opening lead the op­ 

ponents of the declarer are at a 

disadvantage. If partner has not 

bid. what should be the opening 
I? This is a question that 
zles the experts at times, but 

average player can greatly 

_.,-rcome .this difficulty by thi>. 

careful study of a good table of 

leads. In playing against the de­ 

clarer, try to convey as much in­ 

formation as possible to your part, 

ler by use of conventional leads 

and discards. Watch your partner's 

play and that of the declarer very 

closely. Try not only to make 

every play of your own convey in­ 

formation to your partner, but try

It is nearly 

always a trick loser.
The writer has occasionally men­ 

tioned the Law of Symmetry in 

these articles. This law is, in ef­ 

fect, a theory, that there Is a 

symmetrical relation existing be­ 

tween the distribution of the four 

suits in any one of the hands and 

the distribution of the four suits 

among the four hands. This sym­ 

metrical relation is well exempli­ 

fied by the distribution of the fol­ 

lowing hands, which came up 
cently in actual play:

Z won 

the trick with the nine of clubs 

and proceeded to look the hand 

over. What would you figure as 

to probable distribution and correct 

play of the hand? Z should note 

that his own hand and Q'a were 

divided 5-4-3-1. He also noted that 

A opened the six of clubs and 

that B played the deuce. If B 

had held two clubs he would have 

started an echo to show his part- 
that he could* trump the third 

round of clubs,-so his play of the 

deuce indicated a singleton. Z, 

therefore, figured that the clubs 

were divided 6-4-3-1. He holds 

five spades and his dummy three, 
that if A also held a singleton 
nust be in spades. Therefore the 

spades must be divided 5-4-3-1.

His heart and diamond holding 

and that of the dummy also Indi­ 

cated a possibility that these suits 

were divided 6-4-3-1. Z, therefore, 

decided to play accordingly. At 

the second trick he led the ace of 

hearts and then a low heart, 

trumping in dummy. He the.n led 

a low club, which B trumped. On 

this trick Z played his ace of clubs 

so that he could finesse the king, 

jack later. No matter what B 

now plays , Z must made a small 

slam. Figure it out. The hand Is
mrkable in that after the first 

lead the distribution of all four
ts can be so accurately deter- 

.....»ed. It is also a remarkable 

illustration of the Law of Sym-
try. All of the four suits and 

_.. of the four hands have the 

same distribution, 5-4-3-1. It is 
first time that the writer ever 
noted such a unique hand.
